Count Plunkett's election is 
Mr, Dillon's reward for the release of the 
Frongoch prisoners and for his declaration 
that he would never set foot on a recruit- 
ing platform. We do not regard this 
election, however, as being primarily a 
triumph for Sinn Fein. The bulk of Irish 
Nationalism still consists of decent, law- 
abiding men who want a reasonable 
measure of Home Rule and prosperity at 
home. It is true that they have failed, as 
a body, to do their duty in tWe war, There 
are two causes of this failure—their own 
apathy and selfishness and the lack of 
any stimulus from their political leaders.

The second 
essential is a leader whose authority will 
be definite and undisputed. We believe 
that many men in the party would wel- 
come such a policy and such a leader. 
It is likely enough that this reform could 
not be effected without a split in the party. 
That might be an unpleasant necessity, 
but the alternative is far more unpleasant : 
it is the continued decay of the 
party and its virtual disappearance at 
the next general election. A real leader 
would Shake off the incubus of Sinn Fein. 
Instead of cringing to the extremists, he 
would ignoré their threats, and lose no 
opportunity of denouncing their folly 
and warning the country against them. 
We are convinced that, deprived of 
their present materials for criticism, 
these people would soon become a 
comparatively negligible factor in Irish 
affairs. The party’s new policy would 
still be, of course, a policy of Home Rule, 
but it would be a rational policy of Home 
Rule. There is a ribald story of a person 
whose manners were so intolerable that, 
even when he went to the lower regions 
after death, the inhabitants shunned his 
society. They said: “Go over into that 
corner and make a little Hell for your- 
self.”’ In these days no small nation can 
make a little Hell—much less a little 
Heaven—for itself. The vital failure of 
recent Nationalist policy has been the 
partys inability to recognise that the 
character of Ireland's future government 
depends on the good-will of England, of 
her great Dominions, and of her Allies in 
this war. It is probable that the United 
States—the traditional friend of Irish 
Nationa lism—wil] join that great 
company. For two years the Nationalist 
Party has rejected the essential condition 
of progress and unity in Ireland. 

lis recent. policy has brought the party 
to the verge of ruin; it has fomented dis- 
loyalty in Treland; it has hardened 
Unionist Ulster’s heart against Nationalist 
overtures, present or to come; it has filled 
the English democracy with silent, but 


soon 


bitter, resentment against lreland ; it has 


made Ireland an alien and a suspect in 
the Imperial host. Only a strong leader 
and a vigorous policy can remedy these 
evils in time to avert irreparable calamity. 
We are convinced that the Nationalist 
Party's only hope lies in an immediate ap- 
peal to the whole Irish people to accept its 
Imperial obligations from thisday forward 
as loyally as they are accepted in England 
or Canada. If the party wil! appoint a 
real leader, proclaim an Imperial policy, 
and preach that policy in every town and 
village in Ireland, we believe that the 
result will undo speedily mech of the bad 
work of the last two years. We believe 
that tens of thousands of hénest Nation- 
slists, bewildered and disheartened by the 
present chaos, would leap at the oppor- 
tunity. Recruiting failed in Ireland 
because the party boycotted it; the 
farmers will not touch the War Loan 
because their leaders have not explained 
it to them. Recruiting can be revived, 
and the farmers’ profits will swell the War 
Loan, if a reformed Nationalist Party has 
the courage to give the country a génuine 
lead. Another great chance is offered to | 
Ireland to-day. Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
announced in™iondon yesterday that his 
scheme of National Service will be applied, 
with some necessary modifications, to this 
country. . The details are being prepared, 
and within a few days every man and 
woman in Ireland, between the ages of 
eighteen and sixty-one, will be ásked to do 
something definite towards the winning of 
the war. It is an Imperial duty, and, 
if Ireland now attacks it and those other 
duties which she has so wickedly neglected, 
she may still have her Imperial reward. 
The only sane policy for Nationalist Ire- 
land is one which, neglecting local 
problems until the world-issue is decided, 
will assure, nevertheless, a happy and 
honourable solution of those problems 
through the good-will of a grateful and 
victorious Empire. The Nationalist Party 
stands today between ruin and redemp- 
tion. Which path will it take?

British Gains. 


Recent military activity has been dis- 
played chiefly on two British fronts—in 
France and in Mesopotamia. The submarine 
campaign is aimed’ especially at Great 
Britain. It is appropriate, therefore, 
that British forces should remind the 
world in general, and the enemy in parti- 
cular, that, while the Germans hope to 
make us lose the war at sea, we remain no 
less determined to win the war on land. 
Of that determination the recent actions 
on the western front and on the Tigris 
are an earnest. The latest British opera- 
tions in France differ from earlier “ enter- 
prises ' in that they are not merely trench 
raids, but are designed to secure. terri- 
torial’ gains. Sir Douglas Haig has re- 
ported three such operations on three suc- 
cessive days. On Saturday night an 
attack undertaken east ‘of Beaicourt, on 
the Ancre, resulted in an advance on a 
front of three-quarters of a mile to a 
depth of five hundred wards, and the suc- 
cessful occupation of three lines. of Ger- 
man trenches. The position attacked 
was a strong one, and was evidently re- 
garded by the Germans as important, for 
reserves within close call delivered four 
heavy counter-attacks during the twenty- 
four hours after its occupation. In the 
despatch which recorded the repulse of 
these attacks and the consolidation of the 
position Sir Douglas Haig informed us of 
an equally successful local operation 
north-east of Gueudecourt, whete five 
hundred yards of German trenches were 
captured,. together with a machine-gun 
and seventy prisoners, Yesterday's report 
from General Headquarters records a 
further advance of our line in the neigh- 
bourhood of Grandeourt, on the opposite 
side of the Ancre to Beaucourt, including 
the occupation of about a thousaud yards 
of German trenches " without opposition

American Stocks. 


The sudden change in the relations be- 
iween the United States and Germany has 
had remarkably little effect on American 
stocks. and shares on New York and Lon- 
don markets. We have become accus- 
tomed to the idea that the chance of war 
must mean a collapse of the Stock Market. 
Even a war in which Britain was not en- 
gaged would, as a rule, weaken the 
London market, because both British 
money and British trade are spread over 
so many fields. That, however, refers to 
a war that breaks in upon general peace. 
The chance of a German-American war 
in present conditions is a. different 
matter. Virtually, the war in whith 
Britain is engaged was already a world 
war. The London Stock Market, as 
a whole, then, has not reflected 
the. events of the past week, and 
the American section has followed Wall 
street. As it happens, Wall street has 
been singularly steady. The German 
Note brought two main considerations to 
American industrial interests. One was 
the possible increase of U-boat interfer- 
ence with American oferseas trade in any 
circumstances. The other was the possi- 
bility of America’s direct participation in 
the war. At first the Note caused a fall 
in American securities.. This movement 
was probably the result of the force of the 
tradition that war means a collapse; it 
may also have been due, to some extent, 
to the fear that American trade might 
suffer. . [£ the latter were the main 
reason for the fall, then the subse- 
quent righting of the market must be 
regarded as an expression of American 
confidence in the ability of the 
British Navy to take the measure of 
the new menace. The interesting fact, 
however, is that the righting of the 
market and a subsequent advance in many 
securities occurred after President Wil- 
son's announcement of the severance of 
diplomatic relations with Germany, Ameri- 
can industries, in consequence of the 
Allied dematls upon them, are already 
organised on a war basis. The securi- 
ties that stand best in the market 
are those which represent war industries, 
and other securities took, long ago, the 
inferior position which they would hold 
in the event of America’s direct participa 
tion in the war. If America went to war. 
the war industries would have a still 
better “boom.” The only consideration 
which might induce weakness in the 
securities that represent them is this— 
that America’s belligerency might hasten 
the end of the world-war, and so require 
reversion to neace conditions in industry. 
As a matter of fact, war industrial securi- 
ties in America had already begun to 
dwindle in value on the chance of peace 
this year. From the strictly market 
point of view, Wall street dreads not an 
American war, but a general peace,

The sole subject of discussion has to do 
with some extension of the area of the 
field of combat and a somewhat more 
liberal interpretation of rules. The 
Government contemplates nothing that 
can properly be described as indiscrimi- 
nate U-boat warfare, and, if more 
stringent English sea rules and a general 
tightening of the iron ring by which it is 
intended to starve the German people have 
created a strong demand on the part of 
the Germans for retaliation, this, if decided 
upon at all, will be within the most 
humane lines possible. ‘Ruthless,’ * in- 
discriminate,’ are words unknown in the 
German vocabulary.” Read in conjunc- 
tion with the account of the shelling of the 
ctew of the Eavestone, this is really “ the 
limit.’ 

As a proof of the solidarity of American 
feeling behind President Wilson, the an- 


nouncement that Mr. Henry Ford, the} 


famous ingeminator of peace, will place 
his manufacturing plant at the disposal of 
the Government without seeking profit is 
decidedly interesting. Mr. Ford's works 
are of an immense size, as may be 
gathered from the fact that his share of 
the profits of his business for last year is 
estimated at seven millions sterling. 
Simultaneously it is announced that the 
British branch of the Ford Motor Com- 
pany has subscribed £100,000, all new 
money, to the War Loan. 

It is not expected that. the King’s 
Speech to-morrow will be of a lengtny 
character, or that it will include provi- 
sions for any great amount of legislation. 
The situation with regard to the war is 
much too serious for domestic troubles to 
count, Last year the Speech from the 
Throne contained fewer than two hundred 
words, and it is unlikely that this limit 
will be much exceeded, . 

If the weather conditions are at all 
favourable to-morrow, the attendance at 
the opening of Parliament, both by the 
privileged and the public, will be extra- 
ordinary. The gathering of Peers and 


Peeresses will be the largest for years, and |

Mr. Baker, Secretary for War, has ordered 
the immediate purchase of supplies for army 
quartermasters’ reserves up to the limits allowed 
by the funds available.

It seems clear that 
Argentina, Brazil, and Chili are likely to take 
a leading part in this crisis, It is felt in com- 
petent quarters that vigorous action by the 
Argentina-Braazil-Ohili combination would natur- 
ally take the form of a stern reply to the Ger- 
man menace, and also of the protection of their 
own shipping by the seizure of German vessels 
in their harbours. This would place these 
countries politically in a position which would 
not compare unfavourably with that of the 
other great nations of the world now forced to 
take a decision in face of a common peril, 

As regards Spain, official information shows 
that the King himself is taking the greatest in- 
terest in the situation, and that he was present 
at the Council which was preparing the reply to 
Germany. ‘There are indications that Spain im- 
tends to take a strong line. 

With reference to Scandinavia and Holland, 
their Governments are now chiefly occupied with 
the consideration of the special danger arising 
to their own shipping from the latest German 
threat. ,

SWITZERLAND'S 
DECISION. 


NO BREACH OF NEUTRALITY 


(REUTER'S TELEGRAM.) 
WASHINGTON, Turspay. 

Information has been received here that 
Switzerland will not adopt President Wilson's 
suggestion that: other neutrals should follow 
the lead of the United Siates, and break off 
diplomatic relations with Germany. 

BERNE, Moxpatr. 

The Swiss newspepers, commenting upon Pre- 
sident Wilson's rupture of relations with Ger- 
many, generally point out that Switzerland's 
situation is totally different from that of 
America, and that the Federal Council ought to 
pe in its attitude of strict neutrality, the 

asis of Swiss policy. 

The Journal de Geneve writes -—Swiitzerlahd 
is bound by agreements which America, whose 
neutrality does not depend upon formal treaties, 
does not know. It, therefore, cannot be ad- 
mitted that Switzerland should follow Dr. Wil- 
son, and break out of solidarity as a neutral, 
and, without any direct provocation, sever 
relations with Germany. The engagements 
which Switzerland entered into during the war, 
the numerous international interests which it 
represents, the clearly expressed desire of the 
Swiss people, and the definite promises by Ger- 
many regarding the provisioning of Switzerland, 
are all the more reasons for the Federal Coun- 
cil not to endorse President Wilson's views. 
However, there is no reason why Switzerland 
should not make a very energetic protest at 
Berlin and Vienna against the steps which are 
threatened against neutral commerce, and there 
is no doubt that the Federal Council will make 
its voice heard.

THE POTATO PRICES 
ORDER. 


On Friday last we published in summaried 
form the Statutory Rules and Orders issued 
under the Defence of the Realm Act by the 
Food Controller, known as the Potatoes 1916 
Main Crop (Prices) Order, 1917. The Regula- 
tions are as follows :— i 

(1.) Excopt under the authority of the Food Con- 
trolier, no potatoes of the 1916 crop may be sold 

(a) by or on behaif of the grower tieroot at a 
price exceeding the following prices :—Pola- 
toes for delivery in February, 1917, 428 a 
ton; potatoes for delivery in March or April, 
1917, £9 a ton; potatoes for delivery ‘a 
May or June, 1917, £10 a ton; or 

(b>) after the 19th February, 1917, by or on 
behalf of any person mot being the grower 
thereof at a price exceeding 1¢d. & lb. 

(2.) The maximum price applicable on the occa- 
sion of a eale of potatoes by the grower shall not 
include any costa @f transport {rom the premises of 
iho grower or the cost of any bags or other 
packages, 

(3.) The maximum price applicable on the occa- 
sion of a Sale of potatoes oy any person other than 
the grower shall include all charges for delivery to 
the buyer and for bags or other packages. 

(4.) BPxcept in so far as the Food Controller may 
in any particular case otherwise determine, the fol- 
lowing provision shail have effect in the case of any 
contract for the sale of potatoes by the grewer 
thereof, subsisting at the date of this Order, 
where the contract price exceeds permitted 
maximum price :— 

The contract shall be avoided so far as concerns 
any potatoes which have not been either delivered 
or paid for at the date of this Order. 

(5.) No person shal) sell or buy. or offer to eell 
or buy, any potatoes af a price exceeding the per- 
Initted maximum price. 

(6.) This Order shall not apply to geed potatoes. 
(7.) Por the purposes of this Order the expression 
seed potatoes shall mean potatoes of a variety speci. 
field in the first column of the achedule of thie 
Order which will pass through a riddie having such 
mesh aa is epecified in the second column of much 
echeduie in relation to euch variety, and will not 
pass through a riddle having seoch mesh as is so 
specified in the third colamn of such echedule. 

(8.) Any person acting in contravention of this

Not ao 
the grass farmers, who, with right on their 
side, ask: ' How can | grow potatoes on this 
grass land? Labour killed the lasy bed forty 
years ago; it is far more difficull to get now.” 
He also saye: “If I plough up this rich land 
for corn, it will lodge; no machine can cut 
it, sd I find it impossible to get it done by 
hanc fa Fá 

To meet those two seeming difficulties, I give 
the opinion of one of the largest rated agri- 
culturists here in the South—a successful ex- 
pus © at our Royal Shows, who produced by 
& public test nearly twenty tons of potatoes 
to the statute acre, and whose uce annually 
decorated the stalls of England's greatest soede- 
men. He always prefers his old gress land for 
potatoes by simply ploughing—«ame as for lea 
corn, 80 inches wide, giving a 27-inch 
drill, placing the seta beside every other sod, 
go that the horse cannot injure them. Put 
artificial manure on top if there ia no farm- 
ard manure—a half ton to the statute acre. 
arrow after three weeks, and, if any weeds 
are growing, give one run of a chain harrow 
about two weeks later, so that the eprouts will 
not be injured.

FOWL AND THE REGULATIONS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Bun, in your ieus of ay it is stated, 
with regard to the new food regulations, that 
the weekly allowance of @jlbe, of meat per 
person includes all kinds of meat-—ic., birds 
of all sorte, as well as beef, mutton, and pork. 
if this be so, the many pouliry-rearers are 
faced with a most serious aa ho one 
would buy fowl for family consumption if 
they are included, there being more waste in 
such food than in beef, ete. The hatching 
season hes begun, and, with feeding stufls 
both diffcult to obtain and doubled in price, 
one must go inte this question fully, and cease 
producing table fowl if there ia so small a 
sroapect of selling them later on save at a 
om. One must cut one's coat according to 
one's cloth, and the only feasible plan seems to 
be to restrict hatching operationg to the lighter 
egg-producing breeds. Even then the difficulty 
will arise of diaposing of the eurpluam cockerels. 
There will still be & certain demand for fowl 
for invalid dieting, but too small to be taken 
into account commercially. 

I write these lines hoping that they may 
bring forth cow ás so Ah — — 
le, who, like m ave epent a ¢ 
eal @ time and mone since the war began to 
increase th. number of poultry in the country,
